CROSS-COUNTRY GI T R A V EL 
Undersecretary of War Robert P. Patterson invited 
the accusation of resorting to the sort of buck-passing 
the public mind associates with official Washington in 
his recent comments about charges that .shameful travel­ 
ing accommodations are being provided for soldiers 
transported from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
Most readers recall the circumstances. 
Charges 
were that servicemen were being packed like sardines 
into vermin-infested day (ouches ior the long trip 
across the continent. 
Mr. Patterson had nothing to say at the time about 
vermin. He did acknowledge that day coaches had been 
used for such travel, adding that the War Department 
was attempting to correct that condition. 
He then 
mentioned that the provision of travel accomodations is 
up to the Office of Defense Transportation and to the 
railroads, to winch, he said, the Armed Services had 
protested the lack of sleepers for all troops on long 
hauls. 
It is entirely possible, as the undersecretary implied, 
that the Army was not at fault if soldiers were required 
to ride three per seat on a five-and-one-half-day ride to­ 
ward the Pacific where, inevitably, some of them must 
die. 
Perhaps the War Department cannot be blamed, 
even though some may wonder why the Army did not 
make sure, in advance, that men bound from one theatre 
of war to another would, at least, ride in comfort. 
But, without attempting to say who it might be, 
certainly someone was to blague. And it is proper that 
the responsibility should be fixed. 
It is not enough to 
do everything possible to insure that such tilings do 
not happen again. 
True enough, the shortage of railroad equipment is 
serious. But no American will be easily persuaded that 
the shortage is so acute that any soldier should be re­ 
quired to share a seat with two others, and to sleep 
in the aisle, during a trip across the United States. That 
sort of business cannot be justified so long as there is 
one Pullman car being used for civilian travel, or for any 
purpose except, perhaps, the movement of sick or 
wounded veterans. 
If this means discomfort for civi­ 
lians, or that many of them are to be crowded oh trains 
entirely, what of it? 
How many civilians would be 
willing to trade places with Pacific-bound fighters, even 
if they could travel like royalty ? 
Doubtless it is the official job of OPT and the rail­ 
roads to provide the equipment on which soldiers are 
transported. 
But, unofficially, it is the job of every 
American, including everyone connected with the War 
Department and the Armed Forces, 
the accommodations arc the very I 
it will be difficult to persuade any A 
the best available should be anythin 
ment in which the nation's fighting 
sleep in comfort.

accidents will have to deposit mo­ 
ney with the state revenue depart­ 
ment to cover damages under a 
new commonwealth 
law', 
which 
became effective yesterday. When 
an accident occurs the revenue sec­ 
retary w ill estimate damages and 
the operator, if he carries no lia ­ 
bility insurance, will have to put 
up enough money to cover costs' 
or his license w ill be suspended. 
The funds will be held by the com­ 
monwealth until the case is set­ 
tled, when they w ill be paid to the 
person who suffered damages or 
returned to the depositor, depend­ 
ing upon which one is adjudged re­ 
sponsible for tile accident.
